Washington.— Scientific study of the 
causes of mine disasters has been un- j 
dertaken by the fuel division of the 
geological survey in the hope thai the 


g r e a t loss of life in the mines of this 
country may 
be 
abated. 
Clarence 
Hall, an expert Vin explosives, has re­ 
turned from a trip to England and Bel­ 
gium, where min.* owners, miners, the 
government and the^m anufacturers of j 
explosives cooperate in an effort to j 
prevent explosions. 
Experiments there show that many ! 
accidents are due to coal dust rather 
than gas. 
Plans have been made by 
the fuel division to erect, probably 
near Pittsburg, an experiment station 
where tests will be made of various 
dynamites and blasting powders to de- , 
termine their safety in the presence j 
of deadly fire damp and coal gas. 
Ex­ 
plosives will bi? hurled from a mortar 
into a large Ste* ! boiler plate IOO fast 
long and six feet in diameter charged 
with fire damp and air or coal dust 
and air. 
If ignition 
fails the 
explo­ 
sives 
will be known 
as permissible 
explosives. 
The mine operators of the c o u n t r y J 
will 
be urged to 
use them. 
Safety 
valves will be placed all along the top 
of the cheder and will be left unfas 
toned in such a manner that when 
there is an explosion the valves will 
fly open on their hinges. 
A series of 
portholes on the side covered with 
one-half inch glass will enable those 
conducting the experiments to wit­ 
ness the explosion from the observa­ 
tion house, 60 feet away. 
While these 
tests are being conducted operators 
and minors will be invited to be pres 
ent. 
Another branch of the experimental 
work will be conducted in a miniature 
coal mine. Miners will he there taught 


the arf of saving the lives of their fel­ 
low men. 
Hundreds of lives could be 
saved in gas explosions were it pos­ 
sible for the rescue parties to enter 
Immediately following 
the 
accident. 
The menacing bank of fire damp, how­ 
ever, often holds the relief work back 
for hours, while tie* entombed workers 
slowly suffocate or helplessly await 
the approach of devouring flames. 
The government experts have found 
in Europe an apparatus which, when 
worn by members of a rescue party, 
permits them in safety to enter any­ 
place where there is gas. 
it consists 
of a canvas jacket equipped with cyl­ 
inders of compressed oxygen connect­ 
ed with the operator's mouth by a 
flexible rubber-lined metallic tube. The 
use of oxygen is regulated by a pres­ 
sure gauge. 
The exhalation of the op­ 
erator is passed through small lumps 
of ‘potassium hydroxide, the carbon di­ 
oxide being absorbed and the remain­ 
ing product, together with more oxy­ 
gen, is again available for the opera­ 
tor. 
At present no apparatus of such 
a nature is known to be in the United 
States. 
lf the experiments are satisfactory 
here, mine owners will lie urged to 
keep these jackets in the mine and 
also above ground. 
The device will 
be given a thorough test in the minia­ 
ture mine, in which there 
will 
be 
drifts, headings, rooms and ladders. 


Live Lobster in Live Cod. 
Augusta, Me.—The 
attention of L. 
T. Carleton, chairman of the fish and 
game commission, has been called to 
a large steak cod rec* utly caught by 
Capt. Everett Ricker, and which

tained In its stomach a live lobster, 
ten inches in length. 
Chairman Carleton, in company with

Portland, 
where the fish was on exhibition, and 
had several photographs made.

Mr. Carh ton. 
"Prom the condition of 
the cod's stomach it was evident that 
the lobster had been swallowed wh«n 
an infant, and had been years growing 
to attain its present size."

A box is also attractive when 
filled with yellow nasturtiums of dif­
